Mr#  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending  31st.  December  1959* 

Once  again  the  general  health  of  the  population 
remained  good,  and  the  population  figure  remained  the  same  as  the  year  before. 

In  this  connection  it  will  be  noted  that  the  total 
number  of  live  births  dropped  to  twenty,  a decrease  of  fourteen,  but  the 
number  of  deaths  decreased  by  four. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  remained  at  the 
figure  of  five,  and  once  again  there  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis. 

An  epidemic  of  measles  occurred  during  the  year 
and  there  was  an  increase  of  one  in  the  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified. 

I wish  to  thank  Mr.  Griffiths  and  the  officers 
of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year.

1.  DRiANAGE  - The  work  of  altering  the  drainage  system  of  premises  in  order 
to  connect  them  to  the  new  public  sewer  was  practically  completed  during 
the  year. 

Ten  earth  closets  were  converted  into  water  closets  with  the  help 
of  contributions  made  under  Section  47(A)  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936. 

2.  WATER  SUPPLY  - Number  of  water  samples  taken  - 3* 

Two  of  these  samples  were  plo.ced  in  Class  1 - satisfactory. 

The  other  was  placed  in  Class  2 - suspicious. 

It  was  also  decided  to  have  two  samples  of  water  tested  for 
radio-activity. 

3*  CT.~E/Ufl  AIR  - It  was  not  necessary  to  enforce  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Clean  Air  Act. 

A.  RODENT  CONTROL  - Treatments  are  carried  out  by  a part  tine  operator  as  and 
when  required.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the  refuse  tip.  It  was 
decided  during  the  year  to  treat  all  premises  in  the  district  free  of  charge. 

3*  HOUSING  - Two  schemes  of  improvement  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  were 
completed.  No  new  houses  were  built. 

6.  RENT  ACT  1957.  No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Repair  were  received. 

7*  UNSOUND  POOD.  Numerous  canned  goods  were  voluntarily  surrendered  because 


they  were  unfit  for  human  consumption, 
burying  at  the  refuse  tip.

Two  -whole  beef  carcases  were  condemned  for  pyrexia  and  generalized 
oedema  respectively,  and  one  sheep  caruase  for  entero-toxaemia.  Parts  were 
condemned  for  melanosis  and  bruising  etc.  There  were  no  condemnations  for 
tuberculosis  or  cysticerci. 

The  Slaughterhouse  Report  under  Section  3 of  the  Slaughterhouses 
Act  1958  was  drafted  and  agreed  upon  at  the  end  of  the  year • 

9.  MILK  AND  DAIRIES  - Two  dealer's  licences  and  one  supplementary  licence  to  sell 
raw  milk,  and  one  licence  to  sell  pasteurized  milk  were  issued,  ^mother 
producer/retailer  has  a restricted  sale  in  the  distract. 

Bacteriological  sample  s were  taken  from  two  dealers  and  both 
conformed  to  the  standard  laid  down  for  Tuberculin  Tested  milk. 

10.  ICE  CREAM  - Three  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken,  and  all  were  placed  in 
Provisional  Grade  1. 

11.  FOOD  HY&TSNE  REGULATIONS  - Some  preliminary  work  with  regard  to  the  above 
regulations  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  There  were  no  prosecutions. 

12.  PUBLIC  SOTIMUTN&  BATHS.  There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  district.
